This 
process is deemed to be non-obvious over the processes of the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 41: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 41 is the inclusion of the method 
step of: initiating the calibration process, wherein calibration process includes the steps 
of projecting an image onto the whiteboard detecting a touch point on the whiteboard 
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corresponding to the projected image, and calculating a relationship between the 
touched point on the whiteboard corresponding to the projected image and a position on 
the display device. It is this feature found in the claim, as it is claimed in the combination 
that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes 
this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 22 and 44 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 41 .
